2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 64-66 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by EP-0475077 where hydroxyapatite is a type of ground bone; 
see column 2 and Example I. 



Claims U22, 102-108 and 1 19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
high viscosity after 1 minute followed by a working time of at least 5 minutes (claims 1-17, 102-108, and 1 19) or the combination of 
PMMA 05600,000 to 1,200,000 Daltons combined in a kit with MMA (claims 18-22). 

Claims 93-10 1 and 115-118 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by SEIDEL where after 6 to 8 minutes the 
viscosity is clearly inherently over 500 Pascal seconds or higher because the material is no longer workable; see Example 2. 

Claims 79, 80, 109-1 12 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by GROSS where after i minute, the material has 
such a high viscosity that it is no longer workable; see the abstract, Example 9 and column 6, lines 52-56. 

Claims 1-22, 64-66, 79, SO and 93-1 19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the 
subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
